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What is Tawheed? 

Tawheed means to single out Allah as the One 
and Only True God in our belief and in our worship. 
There are three important steps in understanding 
and practising Tawheed. 

Tawheed AR Ruboobiyah 

To believe that Allah (Alone) is the only Lord 
(Rabb) and Master of all that is in the heavens and 
the earth. He has no partners with Him. He is the 
only Creator, Owner, Provider and Sustainer of all 
His creations in this life and in the hereafter. 

It is Allah , who created the heavens and the earth 
and all that is between them in six days. Then He rose over 

(Istawa) His throne (in a manner that suits His 
Majesty). You mankind have none, besides Him, as a Wali 
(protector or helper) or an intercessor. Will you not then 
remember (or receive admonition)?
